Whither is the North American 
continent drifting or driving? 
Has a reaction set in? Is the 
movement now away from public 
ownership, co-operation and 
social control? If not, how far 
will ^'socialization" of the state 

go? 
What do independent students 

of economic problems think? 

These questions were put to 
Professor C, E. Dankert of Dart- 
mouth College, Hanover, N. H., 
at Sharon on Saturday. Prof. 
Dankcrl's former home, by a 
coincidence, was at Hanover, 
Ontario. Mrs. Dankert is a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Brown, Sharon, and was 
formerly a secretary- with the 
National Council of the Y.M.CA, 

Mn and Mrs. Dankert, and 
their two children, a boy of 
three and a half years and a 
daughter of three months are 
visiting Mr, and Mrs. Brown, 

'*Thc so-called capitalistic sys- 
tem is being socialized to an 
pver-in creasing e x t e n I,*' said 
Prof, Dankert. "In part it is due 
to a changing attitude towards 
the function of the stale itself. 
During the nineteenth century 
the state was looked upon as a 
sort of policeman which kept 
peace in the family. The func- 
tion of government was largely 
negative in nature, saying that 
this shall not he done and that 
shall not be done. 

"Tile slate has become positive. 
It is doing positive things. This 
is very definite in the United 
States, It IS also a trend here in 
Canada. The Canadian federal 
government and the provincial 
governments a re undertaking 
more and more in the way of 
regulation. 

"Outstanding examples of pos- 
itive states are the fo-callcd 
totalitarian stales- Russia, Get- 
many and Italy are exampics. 

"In the Unite<J Stales the gov- 
ernment, as it has inlcrvene<t 
more and more, has nrnu.^ed a 
great deal of opposition on the 
part of private business. There 
has hcen quite a bit of friction 
and harsh criticism aimed at the 
government by the private 
business man." 

"Has the increase in the func- 
tinn.-j of government in the U. S. 
brought about a tremendous in- 
crease in the political power of 
the party in office?" 

"It docs increase the power of 
the government and can he used 
for undesirable purpo.ws," said 
Prof, Dankert. ''Tliat is a criti- 

a 
problem. The more the stale 
undertakes, the greater is the 
danger of politkSp The principal 
cure is to have capable and 
hone.sl men in office, 

'*Close scrutiny of public works 
coiitnicis by Secretary Ickes has 
slowed up the program in such a 
way as to fail to bring nbout the 
expected revival In husinc^,^. 

"Over In the United Slates 
bilHouK linvo hccn sp^nt on pub- 
lic construction. While the total 
sum seems Ircmendnus, the 
effeetiveness of public work.-; as 

a device far stimulnthig recovery 
Im^ been nxhiced liccnuse the 
money wasn't spimt fast enout^h. 
**Tho process is somclinirs re- 
ferred to as pump'Priming. You 
can't prime a jnmip if you don't 
feed tiie water in fast enough. 
Parity ln?cau,^e the program 
wn.sn't ready the money was 
spent rather slowly, and the 
stlinulns to hiiHlne^ was there- 
fore not groat. 

'*While Iho expenditure of 
these Immense sums have not 
brought aljoul Ihe desired result, 
there are real assets fo show for 
them, Tljcre are fine schools 
and bridges, excellent roads and 

community halts. 
"Since private enterprise 

hasnU been strongly ,ilimnlaled, 
and since the public debt hns 
been rapidly Increasing, hufz'ncfls 
men have bren rather pessimiatic 
about the falUire, they have 
held hack from large capUal 
expenditures.

It may come as n surprise to 
many that tlu» father of an out- 
standing mcmljor of the Cody 
family^ li>e late Col. William 
Cody, the famous ^'Buffalo Bill," 
plainsman, Indian fighter and 
.showman, was bom m Canada 
and spent the first 18 yeara of his 
life in this country. The father 
of ''Buffalo Dill" was Iflnac Cody, 
who w a a born in Iflll in 
what is now the county of Peel, 
Ontario, and lived there until he 
removed with his father and 
other members of ihe family to 
Clevelandi Ohio, tn 1820. 

Not only was Co], Cody's 
father born Irt this country, but 
the grandfather of the colonel 
spent nearly 30 years of hU life 
in this country. The grandfather 
of "Buffalo Blir was Philip 
Cody, who migrated from the 
United States to Canada in 1600. 
He settled In the neighborhood 
of Newmarket, (scene of thi" 
year's family reunion), where his 
brother Joseph had located two 
or three years before. Incident- 
ally, St Andrew's college, In the 
Aurora district, is located on land 
once owned and occupied by the 
Cody brothers Joseph and Philip.

Work To Dft , < 

V/hile granting that Col. Drev.-'s tactics are 
possibly excellent, we should like to see him get 
d^wn to the job of providing opposition to and 
criticism of the Hepburn government. H is 
surely needed. Perhaps we want a change of 
front because we haven't much sympathy with 
CoL Drew's opinions on national and international 
affairs. Employed by Maclean's Magazine, he did 
do a good service in exposing the sloppy 
handling by the Ottawa government of the Bren 
gun contract, just an indication of the profiteer-

Blow For Blow 

At Midland Col. Drew said that the Tientsin 
affair was a "Japanese Hitler acf' similar to 
Germany's occupation of Austria and Czcchoslo- 
i^akia, and that If Japanese policy was to continue 
to be "based on hatred" Canada should order all 
Japanese citizens out of this country.

NEWI^IARKET BE PROITD 

Under the heading "Abominable Mflil Service" 
the Midland Free Press states that if a letter i& 
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posted in the "little village of Wyebridge four 
miles south of here" on Monday afternoon, it 
will not be delivered In the Midland post office 
until Wednesday morning. The Free Press com- 
plains that it also takes two days for mail to 
reach Midland fr«m Waverl^y, nine miJes south, 
and Elmvaie, 15 miles away, "it may in the 
meantime have travelled all around Simcoe 
county by way of Allandaie, Barrie and Orillia 
before reaching here/' Comparatively speaking, 
postal arrangements in the Newmarket district 
are excellent Mai! connection with Newmarket 
is in most instances direct, but even where the 
connection with Newmarket is via Toronto 
delivery takes only 24 hours. Mail from New- 
market to Sutton goes direct but mail from 
Newmarket to Keltleby goes via Toronto. Kettle- 

by to Ne^i'markel mail comes via Toronto some- 
times and sometimes via Aurora. Perhaps it is 
not for nothing that North York has been 
represented in its day by two postmasters-general. 



SPENDING PUBLIC MONEY 

r 

The town council last week approved the 
expenditure of $9,000 to install a new switch- 
board, lightning arresters and spare circuit and 
to make altt;alions to the building used as 
water-works and power distribution plant. The 
council made this expenditure On the recom- 
mendation of H- R. McCIymont, the engineer 
who investigated the town's electrical plant 
some months ago. This large expenditure is 
chief item in $16,760 worth of preliminary 
expenditures recommended by Mn McClymont, 
We say *'preliminary" because Mr McCIymont 
describes them as "the expenditures which are 
known to be desirable prior to your obtaining 
more extensive tests on the transformers and 
distribution system," 

Remember High School Vote 

The expenditure, recommended to the council 
by Chairman A_ D. Evans and his committee, 
went through practically without discussion. 
This throws the affairs of the electric light de- 
partment into contrast with high school affairs. 
It will be remembered that last year when the 
high school board wanted to spend $12,5D6, as 
Newmarket's half of a vocational wing to the 
high school, the board had first to go to the 
council and secure the council's approval. The 
council then asked the Ontario municipal and 
railway board for approval of the issue of de- 
bentures for that amount. The board refused- 
The council then submitted the question to the 
people, End the people (or the property-owners) 
voted the proposal down, 

UTiy The Difference? 

The difference is that the council doesn't 
expect to jj^ve to borrow money to make these 
electric light department improvements of S9,000- 
As Deputy-Rce\'e Vale said, the council hopes 
to get a substantial rebate from the Ontario 
Ifydro-Electric for over-payments. Aside from 
that, the council can raise all tlie money it 
wishes through the tax rate, without being 
dependent on a vote of the property-owners, 
although the councillors are, of course, dependent 
on the vole of the citizens for return to office. If 
the council were lo refer the $9,000 proposal to 
the property-owners, we think it would go down 
to a more resounding defeat than did tlie high 
school vocational wing proposal. 

I*aw At Fault 

The council, we believe, is doing Ihe right 
thing in approving this §9,000 expenditure (we 
might even call it a $\B,1GQ expenditure, for the 
council will approve the other items from lime 
to time). We do call attention^ however, to Ihe 
inconsistency of the municipal legislation which 
puts obstacles in the way of educational expen* 
ditures and makes other, greater expenditures 
so simple. The province has recogni7j?d Uic 
importance of education in the provision that 
fixed a.s.'iesfimcnts do not apply for school 
purpo<!es taxation. Tiic legislature might well 
consider an enactment giving all citizensi 
whether properly -owners or tenant'*, the right lo 
vote on proposals to issue debentures for schnol 
purposes. Too high a proportion of pniperty- 
owners In a country town have no direct Interest 
in scIiooLh and school- children to give a progres- 
sive educational proposal a sporting chance of 
.success. 

Could Be Done 

Of course, the high school l>oard might jual 
go ahead and put up the new wing and levy 
on the town council for the necessary money, 
We don't suppose that there would he any way 
of stopping the board, any more than there is any 
way of stopping the town council from spending os 
much money as it wistiea. It is hardly fair, 
however, to ask the board lo take so much 
responsibility. 

Vocational Need U There 

Newmarket does need vocational teaching at 
the high schooh We owe it to our young people lo 
give lhon\ Ihc best possible cTiance in life, and 
we owe it to employers, whom wo expect to give 
opportunities to young people, lo give the young 
people Ihe preliminary education which suits 
them best

at the meeting- He, offered the 

opinion the weeds were Whil- 
chur::h weeds. The matter will 

be investigated. 

Reeve J- A, Knowles was de- 
layed a few minutes In gelling 
to the meeting. The mayor sug- 
gested that certain things might 
be dealt with, ''although the 
reeve is not hercv" 

"We have no roGvo," an- 
nounced Councillor John Stuart. 
"He cannot hold two jobs/' 

Mr, Stuart referred, it Ls sup- 
pojed, to the fact that the reeve's 
appointment as assistant proba- 
tion officer has bepn eonfirmed 
by the provincial government, 

"t£e is slill reeve of Aurora" 
declared Mayor J, M, Walton. 
"He Ijas not resigned," 

FuVther discussion was ended, 
rather dramatically, with the en- 
trance of J. A. Knowles, whom 
the county has appointed \o the 
salaried position of pn^bation off- 
icer, but who is filill reeve of 
Aurora, No investigation was 
suggc3ted. 

Discussion concerning the 
status of Old Yongc St, began 
with n request from the Bell 
Telephone Co,, for permission to 
go about their business on that 
street, Tlie mayor proposed 
replying that the town had no 
jurisdiction over or resT>onsibil- 
ity for Old Ycnge St, The town 
had never spent money on the 
street, he believed, and stated 
that the township of Wliitehurch 
had gravelled the road, 

Jameii Gouldin^ stated that the 
tov/n's water main ran alone Old 
Yonge St, Considerable discus- 
sion ensued as to whether the 
tov/rt should dei\y responsibility 
tn communicating with the tela- 
phone company, Tiic mayor 
said it was a dangerous thing to 
do v/^rk or lay mains on streets 
not belonging to the town. 
Council was not sure what action 
fthnuld be taken, and Reevt^ 
Knowles suggested they look up 
agreements made when the main 
Was laid* to see whether or not 
an easement had been made, or 
under what conditions the main 
waj put there.

in the county of Peel, he was the 
donor of land in a deed dated 
Dec- 31, 1810, on which the first 
church in that community was 
built, or as the wording of the 
deed reads, *'for the public use 
of building and erecting a free 
church of the Protestant religion 
and school and other public use 
as may be needful." 

This church is still standing on 
the Dixie highway about 18 miles 
west of Toronto, 

After moving with his parents 
to the Cleveland district in 1829. 
Isaac Cody, the father of Col. 
W, F, Cody, set out for the state 
of Kansas. There, in later years. 
as the anti-slavery agitation arose 
and the American civil war was 
brewing, Isaac Cody was done to 
death with knife wounds because 
of his pronounced declarations 
against slaverj-. His son, William 
Frederick, who became "Buffalo 
Bill,^' enlisted with the anti- 
slavery forces in the civil war, 
at the early age of 17 or 18, and 
avenged his father's death on the 
field of battle. 

There are between 600 and 700 
Cody families in the United 
States and Canada today, all 
direct descendants of the perse- 
cuted French H u g e n o t who 
landed in the United States in 
1098. Ninety per cent of the 
family are located m the United 
States, ten per cent in Canada, 
Accordingly, in this proportion. 
every tenth annual reunion is 
held in Canada. 90 per cent in » 
the United Stales. 

There were three nd^ration^ of 
the Cody fan>ily from the United 
States into Canada, the first, that 
of Joseph Codv into the Ncwmnr- 
l^ct district in 1707 or \m\ Iho 
second thnt of his his^llier Philip 
Cody, grandfatiier of ^'Buffalo 
Hill." into the same djstriel in 
1801; and the third, thiil of Capt, 
Elijah Cody, of the New Yoik 
stale militia, following Iho war 
of 1812. Capt, Elijah Codv 
settled ill .0.\ford county in 1820 
and all inombeis of the Cody 
family in Oxford county toitny 
are his descotidanls. He was o 
second coiiniiin of Philip and 
Joseph Cody, hi 1821 ho nu^vtul 
to what is known i\a Cody's 
Cnrnt'iv, in West Zoira township, 
in Oxford nunily, Ho was Ihe 
Kraiulfalher of the hUe K, sT.

and it must be expended ^vithin 
a comparatively short time. Jf 
that isn't done, the effect so for 
as busine^ recovery Is concerned 
will be email/" 

"Do you think that the V. S. 
government will give up some of 
its activUies when business picks 

up?" 

"If and when business recovery 
is sufficient, the government will 
withdraw to some extent but 
not to the extent of prc-depre;?- 
sion. The scope of iiovcrmonlal 
regulation and governmental 
ownership will be grentcr Ihnn 
before the depre&aion. 

"It represents a departure from 
the old laisscz-falre philosophy 
of the state. Undvi (he old 
1 p isse>^-f a J re system it wan 
assumed tlmt each individual In 
seeking his own good would pro- 
mote the welfare of everybody. 
Of coiiracj under that belief the 
indtviduftl was the best Judge of 
the welfare of others.
